they are good 10 have. Where the lava- 
dry must be sent out of the bouse the 
cost of the washable waists becomes 
considerable, and it is then true econo- 
my to have waists made of pongee or 
china silk in some light but solid color. 
These and also the dainty liberty and 
Japanese wash silks ere excellent, for 
they do not soil easily, and when they 
do there is no need of sending them 
out. A quart of gasoline will clean on* 
perfectly with little trouble. Dip the 
whole waist into it and shake it around 
a little. All grease and other spots 
fall out and leave the whole clean. No 
wringing is needed, and it is not neces- 
sary to take off the lace or ribbon or to 
iron. The only difficulty is that gaso- 
line is ao dangerous. When one begins 
to clean a garment in this way she 
must see that no matches or fire or 
light is near. The work should never 
be done at night if explosions are to be 
avoided. This cleaning Is so easy to do 
and so quickly done that it is a bleat- 
ing. The garment can be bung in the 
air a few minutes, and there remains 
no odor. Wools, laces and, in fact, even 
furs may thus be cleaned. 


Many exceedingly tasteful and dressy 


blouse waists for fine wear are made 
of thin stuffs over a lining. One shown 
in this page is of black silk mull and 
white lace built over a sateen lining. 
The mull is laid in fiat folds, andtbeae 
are left to float at the bottom. The un- 
der part is gathered in at the belt as 
usual, while the upper part is made 
in one square without shoulder seam, 
the ends hanging down somewhat in 
the form of a pepram.

sourceful section of all Cathay. Her 
interests here are far greater than 
those of any other country, excepting 
perhaps Japan. The entire northern 
and eastern boundaries of Manchuria 
are Ruaaian, and Manchuria affords 
the only outlet of Russia's Asiatic do 
minions to open ports of the Pacific. 


From any point of consideration, mil- 


itary or commercial, Manchuria is a 
pri*e worth strivinr for, and Russia is 
not liable to loosen her grasp from 
such an empire now that she has it al- 
most entirely under her control.

Had ttussia not intended to maintain 


her hold on Manchuria this model city 
and harbor, which hare tost already 
something like S2o.OUJ.000. would nev- 
er have been built. The railroad con- 
necting it with the Transsiberian line 
at Onan. in Siberia, is now practically 
completed and has been turned over 
from the engineering to the operating 
division of the Russian railway dcpai i- 
ment. From Onan it runs via Tsitsihar 
to Harbin, where one line continues 
southeast to Vladivostok. Russia's port 
on the Japan sea, while another line 
extends almost due south from Har- 
bin through central Manchuria via Ki- 
rin, Mukden and Kewcbwaug to the 
ports of Dalny and Port Arthur. From 
Kewcbwang the road connects with the 
line already constructed from Shanhai- 
kwan to Peking. The city of Harbin, 
in the heart of northern Manchuria, on 
the great navigable Sungari river, is 
an illustration of Russian enterprise. 
Five years ago no such city existed. 
Today It Is a thriving trade center of 
50.000 people, with wide streets, large 
buildings, electric lights and other 
characteristics of a modern and pro- 
gressive western American city. It is 
located at the bead of navigation on 
the Sungari and was selected by the j 
Russian engineers as the best point of 
junction of the roads running respec- 
tively to Vladivostok and Dalny. 


As. I have already intimated, Man- 


churia is the richest and most impor- 
tant province of the Chinese empire. 
The country is bounded on the north 
and cast by the Amur and Usuri, on 
the southeast by the mountains sep- 
arating it from Korea and on the south 
by the Yellow sea. 
But on the west 


only the few remains of an ancient 
wooden barricade separate It 
from 


Mongolia. The exact size of this ter- 
ritory is about 362,000 square inilei. 
Thick of that! It is considerably more 
than twice the size of the combined 
areas of Xew Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware. Connecticut, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island, New Hamp- 
shire, New York and Maine. 
It is 


more than twice the area of Japan and 
is fully seven times the size of Eng- 
land and Wales. 


With the exception of the barren 


steppe between the rivers Sungari and 
Xonni and the mountainous and boggy 
district in the neighborhood of Kirin 
great possibilities'in the way of agri- 
culture are to be fou.nd all over Man- 
churia, and in the hands of an agri- 
cultural race it would undoubtedly be- 
come one of the supply houses of the 
world.

rich. Gold is mined in many parts in 


primitive manner, and with the in- 


the religious and social customs of the 
Chinese and despite their uuprogress- 
iveness at home improve the conditions 
of the people and raise the standard 
of civilization wherever they go in 
Asia. 


The interests of the United States in

From Grain to Gran*. 


Everj' owner of a cow welcomes the 


Time when the animal can be turned 
out to pasture. In changing from dry 
feed to grass it is well to go somewhat 
-,lowly, especially if the flow of milk is 
l.u-ge, says Dairy and Creamery. The 
young, immature grass, especially in 
early spring, as is well known, contains 
.1 large amount of water, a condition 
commonly called '"washy." AVheat and 
rye. 
pustnreb are of the same nature. 


The dry feed ration should therefore 
be continued and be gradually reduced 
for two weeks or more after the grass 
is large euough for feeding. 


A Dairy Fnble. 


They organized and built a creamery, 


hired an expert, made fine butter, «,old 
all they could make and were makiug 
money. The son of the principal stock- 
holder got the idea that he would like 
10 be a boss butter maker. He knew 
nothing about making butter, and his 
idea was based on his ignorance. In- 
fluence was used, the expert was ''re- 
signed," and pa's boy took his place.

butter and wrote, ''When we want axle

In a 


i.south pa's boy's butter had ruined the 
imputation of the creamery. The other 
stockholders then kicked pa and his 
boy out, hired the expert back, and 
prosperity returned with him. Moral.— 
The "pull" may generally be depended 
rpon to sprain the business that is sub- 
jected to it.—Now York Farmer. 


Accounted For. 


From time to time during the past 


winter complaints have been made that 
the butter from the northwest dairy 
districts was of poor flavor, even bitter 
in many cases. 
The manufacturers 


have intimated that the cause was the» 
poor quality of the corn, both fodder 
and grain. 
A lot of butter of pro- 


nounced bitter ilavor was received by 
a Chicago South "Water street firm. 
They notified the butter maker. He at 
once came to examine the butter. Aft- 
er examining he stated that the corn 
and fodder fed the cows from whose 
milk tho butter was made were bad and 
ac mally had the flavor found in this 
butter. As this condition in the corn 
exists throughout a large portion of 
the northwest dairy district it may ac- 
cmmt for the large amount of off but- 
ter that has been produced.—Dairy and 
Creamery. 


Clcnii the StaMeH. 


Whore cows are kept up a good part 


of the time the stable should be clean- 
ed at least twice a day. Cows are the 
neatest animals iu the world if they 
have a chance to be. They do not en- 
joy the bad odors from unclean stables 
r.iid will contract disease if compelled 
habitually to inhale them.

The 
new bill innkes it unlawful to make, 
sell or Import any butter or butter 
nii.xture containing more, than 20 per 
r -eiit of moisture under penalties of 
Slno for first offense, $i>r.O for second, 
.-sr>(tO for third. Anything but pure bul- 
ler iniwt be marked plainly on every 
package In letters at least half an Inch 
long with the designation "Margerine" 
or "Adulterated Butter," as tho case 
may be. None- of the marks previously 
vised, such as "milk blended butter," 
\ v i l l be allowed. This Is a hard blow, 
a-- il Is not likely that tunny buyers 
will care to use a product plainly mark- 
id adulterated.

than $25 nor more than $100 for each and 
every offense and in default of payment 
thereof shall he imprisoned not less than 
thirty days nor more than sixty days. 


Benefits From. Separator. 


N. H. Trimble of Alden, la., says 


that up to a year ago he had not known 
a hand separator. • Forty-seven hand 
separator patrons are now furnishing 
cream to him. and he expects the num- 
ber will be increased to sixty soon. 
Mr. Trimble was at first strongly op- 
posed to the hand separator, but 
within a year has become converted. 
Three weeks after he took charge of 
the creamery operating on the hand 
separator system his butter was selling 
for three-fourths cent above the New 
York market. In three months he was 
getting 1 cent above, and the price 
now is P,4 cents. A number of his pa- 
trons claim they are getting §1 per 
mouth more per cow with the use of 
the hand separator. 
The hand sep- 


arator is hero to stay. Patrons should 
buy a separator they know to be good, 
take good care of it, washing the 
machine thoroughly after each time of 
use, keep the cream in good shape and 
deliver it to the creamery at least ev- 
ery other day in summer and twice a 
week in winter. 


The splendid dairy qualities possible 


to the breed arc typified in the Short- 
horn cow Belle II., by Coroner (795981, 
her record being 8,449 pounds of milk 
from April 12 to Nov. 20. The illustra- 
tion showing this fine cow is repro- 
duced in American Cultivator by favor 
of Secretary E. D. Coburn of the Kan- 
sas board of agriculture. The milk av- 
eraged 43 per cent butter fat and made 
3.">5 pounds of butter. Belle II. is giv-
